Abrecht, Paul Doubleday 
THE CHURCHES AND RAPID SOCIAL CHANCE $3.95 


A great, seething social change is going on throughout the backward 
countries of the world. The Western Church has been both weak and confused in meeting 
the challenge in the well plowed missionary fields. Paul Abrecht has made a detailed, 
intelligent study both of the new emerging theological and political problems and the 
nascent national awakenings following in their wake. The author is well qualified to 
write authoritatively on these matters. He has for six years made a study of the 
World Council of Churches on the Church and areas of rapid social change. His findings 
are well written, thoroughly annotated and strongly supported by facts. Due to 
Western Christianity's lack of unity, its reluctance to enter the political field, and 
the fact that western Christianity has so often tried to impose an alien culture upon 
a centuries-old native way of life, the western Church has almost completely failed to 
meet the challenge of rapid social change. The failure is further complicated by the 
inroads of communism. The answer, the author feels, is to turn the whole matter over 
to the "young church", i.e., the native-led church. These native leaders are a part 
of both cultures and have a chance of attaining unity in Christian ideals. The western 
Christians mst, however, stand by to strengthen and sponsor, but not to control.

Olsson, Karl A. Harper 
SEVEN SINS AND SEVEN VIRTUES $2.75 


Sin as an idea, it seems, has a way of changing with the times. Karl A. 
Olsson in an introduction to Seven Sins and Seven Virtues traces this kaleidescopic 
concept from its earliest Christian significance where sin was very definitely related 
to the idea of living as Jesus lived through its various emphases and theological 
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vagaries right back to the original proposition - to live as Jesus lived. Actually, 
this work is a series of essays. Each sin or virtue is traced in its development in 
ecclesiastical history. It is clearly defined and brought back to its natural place in 
God's plan for Man. This is essential. It has too long been forgotten because the 
various schools of thought have been like the Puritans who neglected their own sins be- 
cause they were so busy listing the sins of the Royalists. The moderns have lost sight 

of sin as Sin because they have striven so hard "to be horizontal and positive and jolly”. 
This book is excellent reading; a masterly handling of the subject. It can hold its place 
with those books that are hard to put down.

THE THEOLOGY OF ROMANTIC LOVE $6.00 


Charles Williams, poet, novelist, mystic, theologian, died in 1945, having 
written forty books and more than 200 essays and book reviews. He has already taken his 
Place as one of the great Christian romantics, - along with Dante and Kierkegaard - but 
his readers have been comparatively few. This is so partly because he has addressed him- 
self to a limited group because of the theological implications of his writing, but also 
because he wrote in images at a time when the art of comprehending imagery was known by 
only a few. This study by Mary Shideler makes the meaning of this imagery more clear, 
especially as Williams used it to develop a complex pattern of the theology of romantic 
love with respect to the Christian doctrine of man, sin, salvation, God, and the world. 
He found romantic love to be an exact correlation and parallel of Christianity, and he 
wrote of his discovery in a rich imagery necessary to express that for which words alone 
are inadequate. This appraisal of Williams' thought will be a necessary help to those 
who have read him, if only because it traces painstakingly the strands of his thinking 
through all his writings. It is doubtful that it will win for him many new ones. The

THE PEOPLE ARE THE CITY $3.95 


The story of 150 years of social and religious work in New York City is 
far more than just the history of the New York City Mission. Far more, too, than 
simply a record of an evangelical movement. The roots lie back in the colonial days 
of New Amsterdam; the sturdy growth of the trunk goes through the growing years of 
the little Dutch town becoming the city of Greater New York; the branches reach out 
to compass almost every phase of Protestant welfare, social service, educational and 
religious and recreational work among the many facets of humanity that is New York. 
Always there was the problem of poverty in the city- the City Mission has been a 
strong bulwark of the forces working to eradicate, to aid, to compensate for the ills 
of city life. Laymen- women as well as men- trained and untrained in social service, 
started from small beginnings- a school, a relief center, visitors to poor widows, an 
orphan home - all functioning in early New York. The picture of old New York is a 
colorful part of this story and the changes in the approach to problems is integral 
to the social history - and the part the churches played and the settlements. In 
those days the City Mission and Tract Society was established, with dedicated leaders 
and the backing of some of the,tycoons.

THE PASTORAL USE OF HYPNOTIC TECHNIQUE $2.75 


Hypnosis, known therapeutically since early Egyptian times, is coming to the 
fore again in this age of pure science. Doctors of medicine are using it and dentists 
find it helpful. The author of Pastoral Use, however, feels that hypnosis is particularly 
the field of the pastor when dealing legitimately with sickness of the soul. He spends 
much space defending this precept. Having done so he goes honestly about it explaining 
just when the pastor is justified in the use of hypnosis and when he had better leave it 
alone. For example, the pastor can use it successfully in most cases of neurosis, but in 
the case of a psychosis its employ is seldom successful or advisable. He constantly 
stresses that the pastor must ever work only under the most ethical conditions and when 
the health of the soul is the ultimate goal. Mr. Wittkofski, a clergyman of the Episcopal 
Church, adequately roughs in the psychological basis of hypnotism with its three stages of 
animal consciousness, self consciousness and Christ consciousness. He writes at some 
length of the pastor's responsibility towards nervous people, children, and those suffering 
from an addiction (drugs, alcohol, tobacco). He is especially clear in his approach to the 
treatment and the technique required. The treatise is an excellent "starting book” for the 
interested pastor and "required information" for those who would keep up on a presently 
live subject.

Christian Worship makes a large and positive contribution in this 
field, and Mr. T. S. Garrett has special qualifications to write it, for he has worked 
and identified himself with one of the younger "ecumenical" churches for 20 years, the 
Church of South India.

HOW I DISCOVERED THE SECRET OF SUCCESS IN THE BIBLE $2.95 












Mr. Davidson has not only discovered the secret of success in the Bible, but he 
has likewise been eminently successful in heaping together an aggregation of the oldest 
and best and most obvious psychological cliches that have been bruited about since 
twentieth century business discovered the Father of Psychology, William James. The only @ 
new feature of the book is the plethora of insurance figures which lard the text and the 
author's personal experiences and his unique arrangement of memonic tables. While this 

work may stimulate some it is bound to fall flat with many who have been reared on just 
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such well-known fare. The attempted tie-in with the Bible seems a bit forced. His 
quotations from the Scriptures are isolated from their context. Neither individually 
nor in their sum do they even vaguely approximate religion nor the nurture of the 
spirit which is the function of religion.

Altizer, Thomas J.J. Westminster Press 
ORIENTAL MYSTICISM AND BIBLICAL ESCHATOLOGY $4.95 


Dr. Altizer posed himself no easy task when he set out to compare the 
concept of God in Greek religion, the Old Testament, the teachings of Jesus and the 
Buddhist belief, especially as revealed in the doctrines of each. The author be- 
lieves that all these religious approaches throw light one upon another, and give 
credence to the universality of religious insight. The book will give small comfort 
to either Jews or Christians who feel their faith can be conformed or domesticated 
in this world. However, the author's ready familiarity with the philosophical and 
religious concepts of faiths that seem as widely divergent as the Old Testament 
prophets and the Mahayana Buddhists will stimulate any reader to a broader appre- 
ciation of the fact that God has not been without his witness anywhere at any time. 
This is a unique book, written for serious thinkers, and will find its widest reader- 
ship among students of comparative religion. Dr. Altizer's analysis of the other 
worldliness of the Christian faith is so well stated that it will force many Christ- 
ians to sit up and take notice.

A Basic Course in Christian Education 


* In a world where change is taken for granted, and where disciplines of 
theology constantly adapt to meet new needs, it is small wonder that the poor 
Sunday School teacher is sometimes confused, and often willing, therefore, to take a 
refresher course in effective Christian education. To this need the husband and wife 
team of Goodykoontz has addressed this book, and they have done it well. The new 
material lies largely in the first two chapters, and in a constant awareness through 
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all the rest of the volume of the current situation facing teachers as they approach the 
children of today. The book is theologically sound; the authors are aware of the family | 
as the basic area of Christian education; the presentation is so lucid that even those @ 
without advanced education will follow its message. Even better, the work has been field 
tested, so that several training schools have put their polish on it. The organization of 
this volume makes it casy to use as a training course. Each chapter is followed by sug- 
gestions on how to teach it. There is a supplementary bibliography. Above all, the 
authors never lose sight of the kind of person who is most apt to be teaching in the 
average Church. Although the Presbyterian orientation of the authors is occasionally 
visible, the text is related to no particular curriculum series, and hence is adaptable 
to every Church that has worked out a consistent course of instruction. Any Sunday 
School teacher can profit by the book, but it will do most good when a Pastor, or Director 
of Christian Education, brings his teachers together for at least twelve sessions on how 
to teach.

Initially trained in the disciplines of mathematics and physics, Ronald McNeur 
turned to the Christian ministry, and then from the combination of his experiences wrote 
this modern apology for the Christian Faith. Here we find a capable, readable and well @ 
orgenized presentation of relationship theology. So well has he accomplished his basic 
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purpose, and so well, in the process, has he summarized the existential approach, 
that his volume will appeal to all sorts of people.

the average Christian pastor, but his work deserves a wider reading. The college 
man, concerned with the place of the Christian faith, will profit greatly from a 
book well within the scope of his understanding and interest.

The Theology of the Apostle in the Light of Jewish Religious History 


The Westminster Press has done a real service in bringing forth an English 
edition of Dr. Schoeps volume which was originaly published in German. Dr. Schoeps 
is a Jewish scholar of stature, who raises some important problems about the popular 
notions of St. Paul held uncritically by too many Christians. Yet he is sympathetic - 
to and appreciative of the great apostle, and not in any sense unfamiliar with 
Christian concepts, however much he may feel no commitment to them. The crux of Dr. 
Schoeps' concern about Paul lies in the nature of the covenant agreement and the 
concept of Messiah in the Judaism of that first century. Dr. Schoeps is thoroughly 
familiar, not only with rabbinical studies, but with the New Testament documents as 
well. In some portions of his book he has blazed a trail with can be followed only 
by those at home in Hebrew and Greek. While this may limit his. readership, it places 
his work on solid ground in terms of scholarship. Even those who have not mastered 
the original tongues of the Scripture will be able to follow most of the book. For 
anyone who wants to understand better the dynamic Apostle so responsible for the 
formulation of Christian convictions, this book is almost a must, as it sets forth 
the pitfalls that, from a Jewish standpoint, are inherent in the average uncritical 
acceptance of Paul's statement that he is a Pharisee of the Pharisees. (Publ.

THE OLD TESTAMENT IN CHRISTIAN PREACHING $3.95 


This is a book for preachers. Yet there isn't a "canned" sermon in it. 
The Drew Seminary Professor has set himself a dual task. He is concerned to bring 
the best insights from the current ferment of Old Testament studies into such a form 
that the preacher can readily understand and use them. He is also concerned that 
these Old Testament treasures be assessed in the light of the kerygma (proclamation) 
which is the preacher's fundamental concern. The result is a fantastically interest- 
ing book which no preacher should begin to read on Saturday night. - Rather, he mst 
take time to assimilate its message; to explore deeply the sermon ideas with which 
it abounds; and, personally, to find within his own parochial experience the valida- 
tion of those insights so well advanced by Dr. Toombs. In addition to the very 
suggestive text, the volume has an apparatus. of a topical and Scriptural index which 
will make it all the more helpful to the preacher after the first reading has been 
completed.

THE QUEEN'S PORTRAIT: The Story of Guadalupe 


Publication date for The Queen's. Portrait: The Story of Guadalupe coincides with 
the 400th anniversary of the day when the Mother of God appeared to the Indian peasant Juan 
Diego, and impressed her portrait, now revered as that of Our Lady of Guadalupe, on his 
cloak. Sister Mary Amatora, 0.S.F., writes a moving chronicle of the five Guadalupan ap- 
paritions, and adds a well documented subsequent history of the wide-spread devotion they 
evoked. Dozens of appealing photographs of the site of the miracle at Tepeyac, Mexico, 
and the surrounding country,add an important visual dimension to the book. Sister Amarota 
believes that these apparitions of Our Lady to an Indian peasant exercised a profound in- 
fluence on both Indians and Spaniards, -since the victors and vanquished of the new world 
were made to realize that they shared identically in the love of Christ's Mother. She 
points out that Our Lady's message in America was one purely of love and mercy quite dif- 
ferent from more recent visitations when she came to warn mankind of impending danger and e 
to urge renewed fervor and penance. For four centuries the faithful have venerated the 
portrait of Juan Diego's cloak which has survived all human and temporal vicissitudes.

A DICTIONARY OF CATHOLIC BIOGRAPHY 


15,000 outstanding clerical and lay figures in Catholic history and culture (ex- 
cluding living personalities) are described briefly in this formidable reference work, which 
belongs in any library of consequence, despite the defects of this first edition. The aims 
of the authors- to present the salient facts- are not always realized, and for the most part 
those inadequately treated do not deserve much more. (But why, then, include them?). Though 
the authors admit some omissions, to this reader some are glaring, considering the inclusions. 
This applies particularly in the cases of figures of recent days. To leave out such promin- 
ent personalities as Frank Bruce, Joseph Husslein, S.J., names like Preuss, Gonner, Cahansiey™ 
--- to mention but a few examples--- is certainly unfortunate. Their contributions over- 
shadow those of men of the Eastern United States included. The authors also protest that 
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they have not always included bibliographical references since the books cited might 
not be available. Yet the usefulness of the work would have been enhanced had these 
sources been cited (many libraries have them). Even in the cases where references 
are listed a preference seems to be shown for Doubleday and Hanover books on the 
subject. Valuable appendices add to the reference worth of the book. These include 
a list of rulers of major powers from the Roman emperors and Christian popes of the 
first years to the kings and presidents of the present. Another appendix compiles 
the names of certain saints along with the places and professions with which they 
have become associated as patrons; still another lists the symbols by which saints 
are represented in Christian art. Regardless of its limitations, this giant volume 
is a prodigious achievement which will become more valuable in future editions or 
as supplements filling the gaps are issued.

The title notwithstanding, here is a lively history of life in the "academic" 
world of medieval times. Father Daly treats the reader to a perceptive analysis of the 
handicaps to learning which existed, and dramatizes how the teachers were the schools. 

In doing so, he cites the contributions of famous savants, such as John of Salisbury, 
showing how with their thousands of students these great teachers gave impetus to the move- 
ments which culminated in the great medieval universities. The early theological bent of 
the University of Paris and the official sanction of Innocent III, the ascendancy of the 
University of Bologna and the development of incipient constitutional democracy in the form 
of student nations at Padua, Prague and elsewhere, are treated in sprightly style. The de- 
rivation of constitutional government is seen as inherent in the primitive forms established 
on the student level at this early time in history. Father Daly succeeds in portraying the 
continuity of preserving, teaching and finding knowledge. Though methods, studies and in- 
creased facilities have been added, basically the essential idea of the medieval university - 
where an apprentice to learning could become a master of it - has remained the same. This 
book stands as a synthesis of the ingredients of the modern university, probably the most 
medieval of our institutions.

THE FOX IN THE ATTIC $4.50 


* The first novel in a panel which will be known as The Human Predicament 
is an event of great distinction, over and above the fact that it marks the reappear- 
ance after many years of a writer who has already achieved more immortality than most 
with one book- High Wind in Jamaica. While its immediate purpose is to retrace the 
history of Europe between wars, and to parallel that with personal stories at several 
social levels both in the changing England and the New Germany of the '20's, it has a 
broader design. Hughes' "Human Predicament" is the alienation of civilized man from 
the primitive concept that man exists only as a part of his environment. Modern man's 
"self" consciousness is his "tight little stockade". Many of the characters are 
viewed in terms of this imprisonment, from Augustine, his central figure, a young man 
who has always prized his independence and solitude, to Hitler, who dominates the 
central section of the book. Hitler's first bid for power, the Beer Hall putsch, his 
escape to Uffing and his arrest, are based on recorded history and will of course 
ironically prove the assertion of the collective over the individual. Before and 
after, the story is chiefly Augustine's, from the time when ‘he leaves his chosen 
isolation in a Welsh village to go to visit some distant cousins in Germany, the 
aristocratic Kessens. While the older members of the family are once removed from 
the current violence, Franz, one of their children, is involved in the Hitler move- 
ment and one of his friends, the fox in the attic, is a victim of its savage mystique. 
However Augustine, always the non-participant, also avoids complete commitment when 
he falls in love with the daughter of the house, Mitzi, who becomes totally blind 
during his stay there. His hesitation spares him the decision he is really unready 
to make, while an act of grace, her repudiation of self and her acceptance of the 
divine identity, reconciles her to her tragedy.... It is a work of genuine magnitude, 
filled with remarkably distinct and different characters and many striking scenes. 
And it is integrated by this writer's vision of life at various levels of man's ex- 
perience.

The defeat in Indo-China and the fall of Dien Bien Phu failed to drive home 
to the French politicians, general staff and civilians in the far-off capital, the fact 
that the policies were outworn, that the old army operations were useless against a 
ruthless Comunist enemy and a guerrilla war. But to the paratroop officers and non- 
coms taken prisoner, being exposed to the grim reality of brain washing, torture, 
starvation and forced marches through the jungles, there was born a whole new philo- 
sophy. In prison camp they dreamed of home; when they were released and returned to 
France, they found themselves outsiders, charged with having taken on the "yellow 
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taint", betrayed, misunderstood, lonely. Inevitably they sought out each other; dif- 

ferences in education and social status meant less than their sharp divergence from the 

society they had once belonged to. The links of shared experience were what mattered. 

"Peace" was unreal; they thought they hated the army - but they went back to it-and to & 
Algeria and the chance to train others sent out there to be paratroopers in the Indo- 

China tradition. What they had not bargained for was that something had changed in them - 
the methods used against them by their captors seemed inevitably the methods they in turn 
adopted to use against the Algerian enemy. It is a fascinating study done in terms of 

the group that had suffered together. Each one emerges as sharply defined. It is a bitter 
indictment of a system- it has its moments of horror, depravity, violence. It has too its 
moments of perverted humor, of sensitivity, of poignancy. It might be defined as a French 
The Naked and the Dead written with finesse and sensitivity and taste that the Mailer book 
lacked, but revealing in many ways a similar pattern as the soldier attempts to fit back 
into civilian life. This book has been a great success in Europe. It should find distin- 
guished acceptance here.

* Report repeated from the September 15th bulletin, when scheduled for fall publi- 
cation, as follows:" Sean O'Faolain's world rests on the delicate balance between memory 
and brute reality. In each of these stories a melancholy anguish is created from the 
corresponding imbalance of the two; in varying degrees and fashions his people rise or fall 
on the effects of memory in their lives. He is on the side of dreams: "beauty and goodness 
exist only for so long as we create and nourish them by the force of our dreams". Yet to 
the pain of actuality which memory generates he returns again and again. The finest of 
these stories of the tension between dream and reality is Wo Country for Old Men.

With the exception of this story there is the feeling that there is 
something of the mysterious left in the narratives. But then it is precisely the element 
of revelation for which his characters are in constant search.

There's also 
Amy, & sun-tanned widow in her late thirties who loves two men and two different ways of se 
life. The first's Lobelle, her contemporary, a world weary, successful dealer who prefers 
Mondrian to Pollock and the 18th century to both; the second's Spike a faun-like, bearded 
"genius" who spatters his canvas with a machine gun, doesn't want to get "hooked” and 
spouts the oaths of a Jimmy Dean. Novelist Friedman is at his surest and sharpest when 
dissecting the aesthetics of the new chic, the status-seeking of buyers and the aggressions 
of painters; he's also surprisingly tactful when rigging in the usual psychopathia sexualis. 
But Circles proves ultimately square: it never hits the center of its milieu's psychological 
complexities nor real emotions.

A first novel has a definite first person imprint and spends a short time, a few 
days, with Susan Levitt, whose last class at a New York City college (recognizably Barnard) 
is over.

There are indications she has almost reached a point of immobilization.. (She has not picked 
up her mail for two weeks- and there is the letter that she will not graduate- due to lack 
of attendance in Physical Ed.).

This is a highly sophisticated study of amorality, set in Egypt. Oliver, 
a& newspaperman, on his way there, is partly responsible for the death of Drusilla, 
the sister of his best friend, Alex. Alex, who loved Drusilla, is disturbed, but 
does not blame Oliver. And as Alex, his wife Kezia, and Oliver travel through Egypt, 
it becomes apparent that in spite of his convincing charm, Alex has no feelings of 
right and wrong. Coldly, scientifically curious about human feelings, he provokes 
situations, torments his faithful servant, Major Thule, so that the Major plans to 
kill him. Others are embroiled, but Oliver refuses to take sides, permits the Major 
and his assassins to bungle along, and realizes that Alex, while aware of the plot, 
is simply too remote to be anything but curious. This extraordinary tangle of the 
tormentors and tormented continues through glittering scenes:- camel races, diggings 
in tombs, parties in rich hotels. Finally, the Major- given the perfect opportunity, 
fails- and Oliver dispatches Alex, for no reason- apparently- but impatience. Or 
has Oliver too, like all who have known Alex, been infected by his amorality... A 
quite fascinating, beautifully written book with a chilling charm.

Gaskin, Catherine Doubleday 
I KNOW MY LOVE $4.95 


This retains the period setting of Catherine Gaskin's first book here 
(Sara Dane, 1955) and,although Australia, in her formative years following the gold 
rush, lends a substantial, harsh and sometimes violent background- the story she has 
to tell is chiefly for women. It is primarily concerned with Emmy who immigrates 
there to be stranded after her father's death. She is salvaged by the Maguires, 
also immigrants, a large family whoprove generous although Emmy makes herself more 
than useful- she is a steadying influence on all, particularly Rose, whose story 
eventually will parallel hers. A pretty but willful girl, Rose has an unquestionable 
attraction for both Adam Langley and his cousin Tom, and even though Adam marries 
Emmy, Emmy has many reasons to doubt his love. From the gold fields of Ballarat to 
Melbourne, their lives are never very separate; Rose marries Tom, in pique, bears him 
the children Emmy never seems to be favored with, makes his life miserable and at- 
tempts to win Adam away from Emmy. Even so Emmy cannot refuse Rose- still dependent 
on her and often demanding, and it is only after Tom's death that Rose goes off for 
good- leaving Emmy with her children and for the first time with the assurance that 
Adam is hers, not Rose's.... Amplitude substitutes here for depth- but Mrs. Gaskin 
has found a reliable middle ground, between the realism of the period and the romance 
of her story.

20 miles from Pittsburgh lies the dingy steel mill town of Brasston where 
the Irish immigrant families swarm during the early 2nd World War years; here the 
Riley sor goes along on an uneasy path to the priesthood, experiencing ardors of 
adolescence. And this is the theme and setting of Michael O'Malley's first novel, 

a work at once both overlong and overwrought. Yet it also possesses a descriptive 
quality very like the lyric intensity of Joyce's Portrait of the Artist and conveys 
the spiritual and sexual traumas of its schoolboy hero with truth, temperance and 
compassion. Pat early in life has been destined for the seminary; it is his mother's 
devout dream to see him rise above shanty status and it is his own fate to meet a 
girl from the neighborhood who tries to bring him love. Their thwarted and essentially 
innocent affair is beautifully played out, especially in the "shocker" scene where 
Leila desperately and pathetically reveals her sex and her need.

The distinction of John Knowles' first book, A Separate Peace (1959) presents 
something of a second novel nemesis, for the reviewer as well. Certainly, over and above 
the writer's definite talent, the books have very little in common; for the classic con- 
flict of the first, and the austerity of a New England boys' school background, this 
substitutes a certain irresolution (which may be no more than that of its central character) 
and spends a sleek summer season in Antibes with peripheral people, on the beaches, in the 
bars. The sensuous, enervating fascination of the life there has a tremendous sharpness. 
Less definite is Nick Petrovich who tells this story and,in spite of the first person,re- 
tains a certain anonymity. Idling, he is also brooding over his wife Liliane, who now 
goes off with a wealthy Fascist count- an old lover. The Algerian problem is never too 
far away- "water skiing and ideology in the daytime, the cha cha cha and assassinations 
at night". And although the Count maintains that "wine and hashish will never mix", Nick 
does become involved if only through Jeannot, a gentle, guileful Arab who moves in on him 
as his servant. Djinn-like Jeannot appears, hovers, disappears, but when he goes off to 
assume his obligation at his father's death, Nick too has learned through him that one mst 
have something to fight for and live for... It is all- at the moment- immensely alive and 
immediate, and long after the small moral directive is forgotten, this special background, 
glistening with luxury and laxity, will be remembered. It also provides a cautionary case 
in point for a softshouldered civilization which too may have to find some larger commitment.

Neill, the boy, struggles for his manhood against the imposing figure 
of his brother, Ruairidh, possessor of all the manly virtues. He is first made pathetically 
aware of his own inadequacy upon fleeing from the death stare of a beloved uncle, but he 
absolves himself as he "takes over" after the death of his mother - takes over as Ruairidh 
had been unable to do. Campbell writes with the highlander's color, tempered by a Scotsman's 
pithiness, about male camaraderie, about the Games, anti-Catholicism, the acceptance of 
death by a people so close to life.’ The American reader will undoubtedly have need of a 
dictionary perhaps to get through some of the peculiarly Scottish terms employed. But well 
worth the trouble. A too infrequently illumined land is Scotland and McLean rights this 
wrong most competently.

A doctor-writer's third novel palps the body politic of organized medicine with 
some authority, and,along with the personal problem it has to equate, it manages to expose 
many of the encysted attitudes and more dangerous practices in this profession, as well as 
the dedication of many of its members. In particular it follows John Crest, through medical 
school, internship, to the time when he becomes the associate of Parkindale, in a small New 
England town, and marries his daughter, Emerald. A magnetic figure with a tremendous 
practice, Parkindale has little time to read, think or often examine; his often fatal mis- 
takes are known to his colleagues; his children are still struggling against his dynastic od 
domination. Before long Crest makes his choice, breaks with him and goes into practice 

alone. His marriage also dissolves, shortly after Emerald delivers a hydrocephalic baby 

and her father performs a gratuitous hysterectomy on her. After the war, Crest returns to 
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Sentryville- with a new wife, but the same conflict to resolve. Still, Parkindale's 
death, as he faces a criminal charge, leaves Crest- and others- with a respect for 
the old man as well as a certain tolerance of his fallibility.... Not for the deli- 
cate, this entails a lot of strong medicine and radical surgical procedures, and mich 
of it is close to the groin as well as the gut. Still, it is highly readable, and 
may do for the audience which has been spoonfed by Frank Slaughter.

Headman Sgt. Baskra finds 
his long-lost capacity to love returned to him with a Belgian waif; handsome Lee, 
runty Morris and walloping Prokelli go through their gritty routines with ease. The 
bow-gunner's position makes for a heartbreaking jinx: first baby-face Phillip hits 
the dust, then his replacements, sensitive Resistance fighter Andre and strapping 
young Mike fresh from Ft. Knox. Launched from her LCT boat on D Day Barbara thunders 
through Normandy, Brittany, the Rhine and the Ruhr; steel-cleated and turreted with 
a 75 mm, Barbara proves a mighty lady indeed, even if named for a teenage slut the 
boys knew affectionately back home. This is a bustling warm and bulky narrative 
expertly designed for the war-novel addict.

Roughly, there is Wash Mullis, once a 
shrewd youngster working in the sawmills who came to own the town and the land, and 
begot many children, legitimate and otherwise. Now Wash is old, and has but three 
sons and a Negro woman left. The woman gives birth to a child who may be the son of 
Wash's rival, Edward Blalock, the local veterinary. Doc Blalock, who wants to take 
over the land, turns to scientific farming and for a while succeeds. Wash continues 
to lose land and power, and two of his sons are killed; the third son castrates 
Blalock who eventually moves away. The land reverts again to pine barrens and ravaging 
coyotes.... This theme of the cycles of prosperity and decay, of the rivalries of men 
and their interlocking destinies, is interesting, and so are many of the sections that 
describe Wash- and the Doc- and their different ways of dealing with this wild, in- 
grown, backwoods country.

Report repeated from the September lst bulletin, when scheduled for fall 
publication, as follows: "This book on narcotics is a biographical resume of the 
problem by the U. S. Commissioner of Narcotics and chief of the Federal Narcotics 
Bureau since 1930. It details the history of narcotics in the U.S. and the parallel 
history of government agencies in trying to stop its traffic. Mr. Anslinger's main 
thesis is that the narcotics traffic is a lucrative business field for the Mafia. 

He certainly does not subscribe to the idea that a myth of the Mafia exists and he 
sums up supporting evidence to show that there is such an underworld apparatus. The 
book is full of anecdotal material about the enforcement agencies' attempts to stamp 
* out the narcotics trade. Its main fault is that it has no scope; it merely reveals 
the mind of a policeman and shows no understanding of the problem of drug addiction 
as a social and human phenomena. As such, what value it has would have been better 
emphasized in an agency report than in the form of a book." (LC:61-16741)

Alexander, Doris Harcourt, Brace & World 
THE TEMPERING OF EUGENE O'NEILL $5.95 


Miss Alexander's biography might be aptly subtitled Ten Years Journey [nto 
Light, Her decade of meticulous probing, characterized by both a stubborn resistance to 
the slovenly data of her predecessors and an agnostic refusal to be "mythmerized" by 
O'Neill's brooding self-justification, has yielded a plenty. The tempering years end 
with O'Neill as recipient of the 1920 Pulitzer Prize for Beyond the Horizon, so it is 
inevitable that a biography of one so incestuously involved with family should lay a great 
deal of stress on the temperers. These tempereers are not, hqwever, the dramaturgically 
effective Tyrones, but the flesh and blood O'Neills. James O'Neill emerges not as the 
"cheap bastard" of his sons' invention. Ella O'Neill becomes addicted to drugs not because 
of Eugene's birth, but because of a breast cancer developed at a time when the palliative 
morphine could be purchased at the corner apothecary. (The allegedly more definitive Gelb 
biography, due in February, to the contrary, it is hardly conceivable that Miss Alexander 
has pulled a carcinoma out of anybody's hat.) Though one could ask for a few more telling 
adjectives and some deeper psychological dives when jumping from the specific to the 
general, here's the kind of basic research that will demuddle the apocryphal and demolish 
contemporary biographers who did not do their homework nearly so thoroughly as Miss 
Alexander. Watch for this one and the inevitable comparisons struck. Footnotes, anyone?

CIA: The [nside Story $4.50 | 


In this first full-length history of our country's master international intel- 
ligence service, Andrew Tully takes stock of CIA's meaning and position in a democratic 
society. In the forefront of any consideration of the Agency is, of course, the personal 
record of Allen Welsh Dulles, “the nation's first career spy," who as CIA's third director 
developed and established what have become the modus operandi and character of the Agency. 
Tully devotes much space to Dulles' merits and limitations, concluding that although the 
man's zeal may often have overcome his best judgment, his "dedication to public service has 
always been most profound". Little-known statistics on CIA's new headquarters in Langley, ij 
Virginia, offer a good clue to the enormity of its resource: the Langley home-base occupies 
a nine-acre airconditioned building served by 21 acres of parking lots and two miles of 
roads, and costs "a little more than 46 million". Military and political comments con- 
cerning CIA's accomplishments and fiascos are drawn from a wide range of opinion both pro 
and con. Cuba, Suez, Iran, the Congo, Formosa, Guatemala, Poland, Hungary, West Berlin, 
and most of the other scenes in which CIA has played a part since World War II are studied 
from both strategic and tactical angles. The result is a well-rounded, report on operations , 
in "a world which does not take the United States government into its confidence”. '

Richard O'Connor is not the first biographer of nineteenth century financial 
wizards whose writings have been tinged with cynical envy, nor will he be the last. 
Something about the lurid, lavish panoply of the Flash Age -- post-Reconstruction and 
pre-Turn of the Century -- titillates authors and readers alike. Jay Gould, the farmer's 
son who took the original "better mousetrap" to the city, scalped a succession of 
partners in assorted businesses, bilked a quivering but avid public, and won enduring 
notoriety as a railroad magnate of unprecedented amorality, is today a stock character 
in the nation's quasi-fictionalized economic history. Time after time, he "nimbly 
skirted the jagged edges of the law", and played with his friends and adversaries 
alike as if they were so many billiard balls rolling along a track laid to his own 
specifications. Yet outside of business hours, he found peace and happiness in 
marriage and an exemplary family life. Always a gambler in business, his self-control 
was his imprimatur. Others might panic when the bulls rampaged through the Market; 
Gould would coolly and quietly join the bears until the dust had settled. Neither 
political scandals nor mob fury nor social humiliation could dissuade Gould from his 
unrelenting pursuit of the security that came, in those days, from the acquisition 
of wealth. He enjoyed the violent excitement of the money game, and,even when he 
was ill and nearing the end of his life, "he still could not imagine any finer 
career for a young man than the cannibalistic frenzies of the Stock Exchange”. 

Whether creating or destroying, Gould did nothing on a small scale. His intuitively 
daring achievements and his unscrupulous machinations are like a scarlet thread running 
through the fabric of his er@.

| changing ways of life in different cultures. Coffee had been known in the Ottoman 

| and the Arab-Moslem world; when it was introduced in Europe via Austria, coffee

SHAKESPEARE AT THE GLOBE $5.95; $1.95 paper 


Professor Beckerman's useful book reconstructs the conditions and ingredients | 
of the stagecraft at the Globe Theatre between 1599 and 1609. While concentrating on 
the Shakespearean plays, he frequently refers to other productions when these show how . 
a Shakespearean play might have been staged. He believes that the actual construction 
of the Globe stage was less influential on staging than other commentators have 
claimed, and that the repertory system (far more strenuous than any current TV drama 
schedule), the contemporary dramatic conventions and techniques were far more important. 
He analyzes the plays, the different types of scene, the acting style which was not 
"formalized" to contemporaries, and documents and discusses certain staging devices. 
His study, however, has a certain disjointedness, as if it were a group of essays 
rather than a whole, and it is too specialized for the non-professional reader.

According to Hanna, a young writer and professor, Kierkegaard, Nietzsche 
and Camus present a triumvirate of the modern sensibility which links the last 
century with the present, not as an ideological chain reaction, but rather as an out- 
burst of the subjectivist ode, anti-systematic, passionately of-the-moment, and both ‘ 
joyous and sad. Thus he calls them The Lyrical Existentialists and investigates, 
interprets and extols the triple achievement. His own as critic, however, is somewhat 
less triumphant, for though he writes with eloquence and elegance, his central thesis 
tends to blur the differing visions of the three men here. The redemptive Christ of 
Kierkegaard equated with Nietzsche's heroic pagan resulting in the atheistic humanism 
of Camus is never too successfully established, other than in the fact that all strove 
for a goal not yet attainable. Nevertheless, Mr. Hanna admirably defends the aratio- 
nalism of the Dionysian will-to-power, movingly redefines the plight of Camus' heroes 
and Kierkegaard's personal entanglements, and floods all his chapters with an ardor 
not usually found in works of this sort. If his approach is more emotional than 
analytical, no one will mind too much- and he is certain to find a sympathetic audience 
on the campus.

Arthur Christiansen has been called by his colleagues "one of the architects of 
this fascinating social phenomenon of the rise of the modern large circulation press”. 
The secret of his success over a quarter-century as editor of the London Daily Express is 
no doubt his projection of "an editorial attitude of mind to which readers respond". His 
autobiography follows the same pattern, describing everyday England in peace and war, in 
good times and bad. More than just the personal story of Christiansen, his reminiscences 
reflect a wide range of British customs and policies since the turn of the century, both 
in newspapering and other areas. His proprietor (English term for a newspaper owner) was 
Lord Beaverbrook, not the least controversial of Britons at any time. Christiansen takes 
a firm stand on the political vagaries of the paper during his tenure: "I was a journalist, 
not a political animal; my proprietor was a journalist 2d aq political animal." Lord 
Beaverbrook (whom his servants call, not "his Lordship’, but "the Lord", which can be a 
bit unnerving if you're not used to it) is as mch a part of the chronicle as the author 
himself. This compares favorably with John Chapman's recent history of the New York Daily 
News (Tell it to Sweeney, Doubleday), and its appeal to American readers will not be

Americans have, in recent years, been devoting considerable attention to the

This account, which will probably be read for very different reasons, is 
intended not only as a defense of Dr. X and the humane intentions of what is a 
criminal practice, but also as a protest against the laws which prohibit the termi- 
nation of a pregnancy, even in situations which may jeopardize a woman's life, 
morally, psychologically or physically. Morris Ernst, in his introduction, joins 
Dr. X in defending the doctor and the legality of abortion, and urging a liberali- 
zation of our social and legal attitudes. In his life story, which includes the 
case histories of many of his supplicant patients, Dr. X discusses many of the des- 
perate and deserving women he helped, among them the mistress of a prominent judge 
before whom he was eventually to appear for trial and sentence (the judge gave him 
four years instead of the usual two). He also explains, explicitly, the surgical 
facts, and only infrequent complications, of this procedure- when performed carefully 
(although the statistics show that 5000 a year die in the hands of less qualified 
practitioners). On one occasion charging $10,000, often charging nothing, Dr. X 
averaged about 27 abortions a day until his arrest and sentence which made him a 
"crippled shadow of a man". On his release, he was eventually persuaded to resume 
his practice, but he also sought psychiatric help to try and reconcile the feelings 
of guilt he continued to have although objectively he considers that he functions 
as @ public servant. He may find sympathetic as well as curious readers, although 
certain religious groups will find his premise and practice indefensible.

Despite its catchy title, Men Who Make Us Rich does not tell "how to succeed in 
business without really trying". Nor does it expound on systems for exploiting the stock 
market. In point of fact, Mr. Ziegler does his best to convince his readers that the 
stock market is passe, or, worse, demode. “The corporate industrial civilization,” says 
he, "has changed the nature of real wealth...There is less freedom for the clever and more 
for the dull. Compared with what went before, it is a distinct improvement." Having woven 
a patchy and threadbare fabric of socio-economic inaccuracies, Mr. Ziegler claims that 
"private capitalism" has already given way to "collective capitalism," which is patently 
doomed because "so mich common stock (is) under a vague cloud of quasi-ownership" (by 
institutional investors such as pensions and mtual funds) that "corporate management is 
virtually free from the worry of stockholder interference with (its) activities." In 
practice, Mr. Ziegler intones, "The will of the Archons (the corporate managers) can ef- 
fectively neutralize the public will." The Archon, in Mr. Ziegler's context, is a sort 
of modern bogey-man, becoming ever more “powerful beyond precedent," while "the machine 
is rapidly making many (other) Americans economically obsolete." The glaring error here 
is Mr. Ziegler's failure to observe that it is the tasks, not the men, that are becoming 
obsolete, and that industry is taking unprecedented strides to re-train workers at every 
level.

For those 
Americans who may doubt it, the author proves that more than twice the 110,000 
Japanese who died under the two A-Bombs would have been killed in conventional air 
@ raids and other action had the war continued for another three months and, as he be- 

lieves, had the country capitulated without an invasion. This does not take into 

account the other countries involved. The author believes the atomic bomb was not 

a significant factor in Japan's defeat (since the country was really beaten) but it 
was the decisive factor in enabling the moderates to force a surrender. Turning to 
ij the question of whether the bombs could not have been used in some less destructive 
| way, Mr. Batchelder finds that the second bomb was unnecessary and he concludes the 
first might have been dropped on a more purely military target than Hiroshima. 
Reviewing the matter on broad, ethical grounds, the author concludes that military 
thinking dominated the whole series of decisions that ended in the bombings. Had 
political (and ethical) thinking been introduced early enough, another course might 
have been possible. However, it is difficult to see, as the author unfolds the 
drama, how the participants could have acted any other way than they did. He suggests 
that for the future we might well have our ethical position more clearly in order be- 
fore the press of events brings us face to face with such monumental decisions again.

The same 
lively sense of personalities, the same vivid recreation of ways of life, points of 
view, backgrounds of time and place, and the same flow of history, with events growing 

out of causes so that what had perhaps been muddied and uncertain comes clear- all

Century, and The Three Edwards. This begins with the birth of the little prince who 
became Richard II: it covers the Lancastrian kings, Henry IV, V and VI; it continues 
through the kings of the House of York- Edward IV and V and Richard III.

THE WHISPERING LAND $3 .95 


The man who has made a zoologist's trade and his travels something to be 
greeted with sharp anticipation, who has marked his writing with a definite hallmark, 
here reaffirms his claim to fabulous, to frivolous, to utterly engrossing reporting. 
This record of a trip to Patagonia, to Jujuy, and of highly individual South American 
escapades, reaches the peaks of previous achievements. From the irritating incidents 
in Buenos Aires to the unbelievable views of penguins, fur seals and, literally, 
picnicking on the elephant seals, to the unexpected encounters with un- and obtrusive 
southernmost local flora and fauna, this accelerates through a giddy air flight to the 
valley of Calilegua and the treasures that produces. A baby peccary with a decided per- 
sonality, a local painter, nocturnal monkeys, vampires, owls, parrots, pumas, agouti, 
and a guide of importance - Luna - wind up another far away foray. Ralph Thompson's 
illustrations are an addition to the expected beguilement of this very Pied Piper's 
memorable tune-ins.

THE STORY OF ENGLAND $5.95 


It is questionable whether there is room for yet another potted history of 
England; but it must be admitted that The Story of England manages to make a long story 
short with intelligence and skill. Here in 261 pages is 1100 years of the political, 
economic and social history of England- from King Alfred to the present day. Inevitably 
in a book such as this, the treatment of any particular subject is exceedingly cursory. 
Henry V gets one paragraph; George III and the American Revolution, together, take up 
three pages; Chartism gets two paragraphs, Cobden and Bright one sentence each. Yet the % 
plan of the chapters is well conceived, and the necessarily daring transitions from one 
period to another are skillfully handled. There are eight useful genealogical tables of 
the Kings of England, five maps, eight incidental illustrations (these last being the 
author's only luxury in a strict economy of space). This is not a book for students, nor 
is it- contrary to the publisher's claim- liable to attract younger readers. It is, 
however, a book for a prospective traveler who wants to refurbish a previous knowledge of 
English history.

Tisdall, E.E.P. John Day 
QUEEN VICTORIA'S PRIVATE LIFE $4.50 


* A gossipy, popularized account of the less formal moments of an unusual queen, 
the anecdotes here have been reassembled, fairly intact, from various contemporary records 
(and notably her secretary's letters) but the complex, political setting has been largely 
eliminated. And Victoria's personality has been buffed up and editorialized in sprightly 
prose. Never to her intimates just the dowdy symbol of a stuffy era, she emerges here even 
more clearly as a stubborn, lazy, awe-inspiring, contradictory and marvelously eccentric 
old lady. Her marriage to Albert is treated briefly; the bulk of the book describes her 
development from adoring wife and grief stricken widow into a personality that dominated a 
court and anera. It is a fearsome and delightful picture, of a queen who so terrified 
her households that no one dared have fires in the rooms, or leave without her permission; 
of a government, family and court run by a series of impatient, feminine, underlined notes 
from the queen. But the most original part of the book concerns the riddle of the queen's 





relations with her ghillie, John Brown. Was she his mistress, or his wife? Or was he a 
medium? Like most good gossip, this is slenderly based on contemporary rumors, speculation, ® 
and anonymous letters- and it is entertaining, whatever its truth. The book leaves out 
vital issues; its viewpoint and adjectives are colored; nevertheless it is pleasant reading 

and the personality it portrays is fascinating, often admirable, and splendidly, exasperating- 
ly human.

THE GUNS OF AUGUST $6.95 


* It is seldom that a book combining at once such valuable historical material 
with such an excellent literary style comes along. This book, recounting the political 
events leading up to the first World War and the first horrible 30 days of that War, 
is such a work. Beginning with the pompous, colorful funeral of England's Edward VII 
in May of 1910---which was to prove the end of the old European order---the account 
reaches back into the growing competitive situation between England and Germany. It 
examines briefly but quite carefully the changes since Victoria's times---the power 
intrigues, Germany's thirst for power, England's constant incircling of her. Thus, 
with the immortal assassination of Ferdinand at Sarajevo in 1914, the martial stage 
is set. What followed (and again it is reported with succinct, vivid accuracy) was 
the horrible carnage which is modern war. The author shows how Germany planned its 
Belgian campaign, how General Foch developed a whole new military "mystique" to meet 
it, how Turkey, Russia, and Japan became involved, and how men began to die on the 
Western Front between Germany and France by the tens of thousands. Through the pages 
too move the great figures---Generals Molke, Joffre, Foch, and Hindenburg; Winston 
Churchill, Lord Kitchener, Admirals Jellico and von Tirpitz, and dozens more. Con- 
cluding with the great Battle of the Marne which saved Paris and turned the Germans 
back, the volume shows how European and then world history was forever changed by 
the terrible struggle. It is an exciting interpretation, and Book of the Month Club 
selection is the first salvo.

Aron, Robert Morrow 
JESUS OF NAZARETH $4.00 


This is sub-titled The Hidden Years but the reader, as he closes the book, 
puts his own interpretation and expands the hidden years to compass the whole of 
Jesus' preparation for his brief years of ministry. Born a French Jew, Robert Aron 
is completely familiar with the Jewish tradition, and in this text examines closely 
the heritage, the training, the teaching that Jesus can be assumed to have had. He 
explores the Jewish family and home backgrounds, the religion of Israel in its purest 
form as it would still have been in Nazareth, the influences brought to bear by the 
Pharisees, who were probably the "doctors" in the Temple of Jerusalem, the sordid 
commercialism of religious observances which he encountered there when he went up for 
his Bar Mitzvah, the new paganism of the Roman occupation - and the resultant conflicts 
which gave rise to Jesus' departure from his heritage and his challenge to his fol- 
lowers in a new approach to spiritual aspects. This is not an easy book for Jews who 
have either not known or forgotten the significance of certain features of their faith 
and its observances; or for Christians, too few of whom know the identity with Judaism 
of their religious origins. To both of these audiences this book is specifically 
addressed, rather than to observing Jews and informed Christians - though they too 
will find illumination and a new interpretation related to today's conflicts. A book 
for thoughtful study - to be brought to the attention of many who would find it 
stimulating, informative and challenging.

HAS MAN A FUTURE? 10 $2.50 


Bertrand Russell is now the world's foremost grand old man of the good and 
noble cause; as a Sstaunchantagonist of nuclear war, a believer in civil disobedience and 
British neutralism, he's even made the TV newsreels and the Sunday supplements. His new 
book should find a grateful audience among thoughtful readers: it is a keenly critical, 
intellectually enriching, markedly humane study of the pivotal problems confronting our 
planet today. Lord Russell outlines the most pressing: the urgency of disarmament, the 
importance of abandoning atomic tests, the perilous policy of instant retaliation and 
the immediate prevention of the spread of rocketry weapons to any more nations. He speaks 
of General Gavin's frightening admission that a nuclear blast against Russia could with 
an adverse wind blow over all Europe; he warns the advocates of such a war in the name of 
Liberty that the end-result would be "disaster socialism", a primitive, regimented society; 
he writes wittily that fallout tends not to cross the equator, making South Africa and 
Australia the only place to be; he contends that both East and West are caught in an 
inextricable net of prestige, propaganda and power politics. However, his continual moral a 
equation of the Soviets with the US and the absence of any grappling with the long history 
of international communism's underground activities mars both the considerations and 
conclusions of his survey. There's gravity and goodness here; alas, unsophistication, also.

William Saroyan has written his autobiography and it is, of course, unorthodox. 
There's the Saroyan of tears and laughter, the light fantastic, the smart crack; he's 
the lyrical madman, All-American naif, Schubert Alley guru. He's also a rags-to-riches 
original: from Fresno-born Armenian hooligan to Depression era clown; from vaudeville poet 
of the common man onwards to Broadway game. Later, the other stages: tax dodger, mystic 
drunk, devoted papa, skirt chaser, world traveler. But above all there's just Saroyan, 
the most unforgettable character Saroyan ever met. Vignettes of school, the family round 
table, newspaper routes, freight hitching, popular songs, Postal Telegraph flutter the 
pages, Mencken and Nathan, Shaw and even Andrew Jackson pop from anecdotes. Scenes of NY 
in the Thirties, Moscow and Paris in the late Fifties float by, and there's a saucy,, 
sullen letter to the State Department. Along with the oddball prose and the on the level 
candor, Saroyan places high in the whimsey sweepstakes and is a push-over for sentimental 
profundities. He is also full of frenetic queries, e.g. "What happens? What is it that 
really happens to man?" The general reader will be hard put to answer, but the Saroyan 
fan, loyal all through his ups and downs, ins and outs, will find it an engaging, eccentric

Culloden was the climatic (and for the Scots, disastrous) military encounter 
of the 1745 Rebellion, the last attempt by the Jacobite Scottish highlanders to over- 
throw the Hanoverians in favour of the Stuart pretenders to the British throne. 
Ignoring the romantic nonsense surrounding the figure of "Bonnie Prince Charlie", Mr. 
Prebble discusses the battle and its consequences for the Highlands in terms of the 
ordinary men of both sides. Only about a third of the book is devoted to the actual 
battle, although a clear account is given of the slaughter in which nearly half the 
5,000 clansmen gathered on Drummossie Moor were killed. A preliminary section des- 
cribes the clan system then prevailing, the pressures put upon the clansmen to join 
the rebellion, and, on the other hand, the composition and character of the English 
army. The greater part of the book tells what came after the terrible defeat of the 
Scots: how the brutalities and atrocities of the English cavalry against the populace 
in the countryside were part of the deliberate policy of the British government as 
punishment for a "savage" people, how Jacobite prisoners were cruelly treated; trans- 
ported to penal servitude or executed. Anyone who has trudged through Scottish mseums 
' and wondered what the Forty-Five was all about will find the human - as opposed to the 


dynastic or sentimental - answer in this sobering, sometimes horrifying account.

McCune, Evelyn Tuttle 
THE ARTS OF KOREA $17.50 


Not an art book in conventional terms, this uses the history of Korean art 
from neolithic times to the present day as a means of reflecting the culture, philo- 
sophy, and life-style of the Korean people. Recent archaeological excavations ins- 
pired new interest in Korean art and revealed the fallacy of regarding it as a dim 
copy of traditional Chinese art. In this scholarly introduction, Evelyn McCune 
attempts to relate the intangible factors of culture to their tangible expression, 
in stone, painting and poetry and to differentiate external and inherent influences. 
The absence of decorative materials in the land dictated the focus of Korean art. 
Decoration was secondary to contour and profile, and strength of expression replaced 
intricate and lavish design. Readers who tend to lump Oriental art together will be 
startled by the unique qualities and special emphases of Korean art as it developed 
from Early Korea through the Three Kingdoms and United Silla, and the Koryo and Yi 
Dynasties. With over 300 plates, 49 in rich color, Evelyn McCune has brought an 
obscure and intriguing culture to the attention of English reading audiences.
